APPLAUSE echoed through St Mary’s 
Church in Banbury as more than 200 
mourners gathered to pay their re¬ 
spects to a ‘Rock & Roll Mayor’ with a 
‘sparkling smile’. 

Family and friends, health campaign¬ 
ers, councillors and residents touched 
by the life and deeds of George Parish 
attended Tuesday’s funeral, which was 
drawn to a close by Tina Turn¬ 
er’s song Simply the Best. 

Mr Parish, a former 
mayor, father-of-three 
and long-time advo¬ 
cate of the Horton 
General Hospital, 
died last month, 
aged 75. Address¬ 
ing mourners, the 
vicar, the Rev Phil¬ 
ip Cochrane, said: 

“This man was de¬ 
termined to help peo¬ 
ple where he could. He 
was determined to go 
the extra mile. At times, 
the world doesn’t feel very 
hopeful. George shone his light on a 
dark world.” 

A ‘snappy dresser’ with a huge record 
collection, Mr Parish lived for much of 
his life in Duke Street, Grimsbury, and 
later lived in Ruscote, an area he repre¬ 
sented as town and district councillor. 

Recalling their early lives as pupils 
at St Leonard’s School, his younger 
brother David said: “He was a font of 
knowledge... I’m sure what he really 
enjoyed was contact with people, and a 
sense of responsibility.” 

Mr Parish worked at General Foods 
for 30 years and was involved with the 
Transport and General Workers’ Un¬ 
ion. He was Mayor of Banbury and was 
also the longest-running Labour coun¬ 
cillor on Cherwell District Council. 

Current mayor Gordon Ross said: 
“George was a wonderful person: dedi¬ 
cated, hard-working and very popular. 

“He would speak to anybody and was 
always prepared to listen.” 

Mr Parish is best known for being 
‘Mr Horton Hospital’, a strident health 
campaigner who led a three-year battle 
as chairman of the Keep the Horton 
General group, fighting to retain major 
services at the hospital. Between 2006 
and 2008 he made six trips to Downing

BANBURY has plenty of rea¬ 
sons to be cheerful, despite 
coming a narrow second in 
the Great British High Street 
competition. 

At an awards ceremony in 
London on Monday, the town 
was named runner-up in the 
Town Centre category, with the 
win going to Blackburn. 

Thousands of votes were cast 
in the town’s favour over several 
weeks, with town and district 
councils, shops and partners 
reinforcing their appreciation 
for Banbury’s shops, events and 
markets throughout. 

In their summing up following 
a visit, judges commended the 
town’s pop-up shop initiatives 
and its independent retail com¬ 
munity 

Banbury Town Council leader 
Kieron Mallon said: “Obviously

“But the fact that Banbury 
reached the national competi¬ 
tion and got so close is some¬ 
thing that we can all be proud of.

No jail for man 
with child porn 

A MAN who had more than 1,000 
indecent images of children on a 
laptop and USB sticks was given a 
community sentence. 

Wayne Maycock, of Thornbury 
Rise, Banbury, was handed a 
36-month community order after 
he pleaded guilty to three charges 
of making indecent photographs of 
children. 

Oxford Crown Court heard that 
Maycock, 45, was arrested at his 
mother’s address on March 17. 

Last Thursday, prosecuting Cathy 
Olliver said of the 1,036 images 
found on a laptop and a number 
of USB sticks, 125 of them were 
classed as category A, the most seri¬ 
ous. She added 75 of the category-A 
images, were ‘moving images’ with 
one image involving a female child 
aged between one to three years. 

Alistair Grainger, defending, said 
Maycock admitted his crimes “from 
the outset”. 

He added Maycock had no previ¬ 
ous sexual offences, but did have a 
record of antisocial type crimes. 

Sentencing, Recorder Sailesh Me¬ 
hta said Maycock indicated an ear¬ 
ly plea at the earliest opportunity. 

He said ‘aggravating factors’ he 
took into account when sentencing 
were the ages and the activities the 
children were subjected to in rela¬ 
tion to the category-A photographs. 

Maycock will undergo a 25-day 
rehabilitation activity requirement 
and a 30-day Internet sex offenders’ 
treatment programme. 

He is also subject to a sexual harm 
prevention order indefinitely 

Police helmets 
could return 

TRADITIONAL police constable 
helmets may be reintroduced to 
Thames Valley Police. 

Police and crime commissioner 
Anthony Stansfeld said they could 
be brought back into use to make 
police officers more visible. The 
force discarded helmets in 2009. 

Mr Stansfeld told The Times : “It’s 
a daytime thing, people don’t see 
the police very often I think. The of¬ 
ficers are no longer all six foot, we 
have brains as well as brawn these 
days. I think it would be a good 
move but that is a personal view 
and we will do a consultation on it.”

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Family to 
shell out 
for Vince

A TORTOISE who was 
mauled by a dog has been 
given a new lease of life with 
a little help from Lego. 

Seven-year-old Vince escaped 
from his Banbury home and was 
found by neighbours with his 
front leg severely injured. 

He was taken to Vets4Pets in 
the Banbury Cross retail park 
where his owner Kara Paynton 
was told that her pet might die. 

The 33-year-old said: “Vince 
has a little cage outside and he 
escaped from there. 

“I usually find him hiding 
under a bamboo plant, but I 
couldn’t find him anywhere. 

“Two days later, I noticed a lit¬ 
tle tunnel under the fence lead¬ 
ing into the next-door neigh¬ 
bours’ house. 

“When I went to the vets I was 
told he was in a bad way and that 
his bone was exposed and mag¬ 
gots had infected the wound. 

“I was told he would probably 
die, so I prepared myself for the 
worst.” 

Vets operated on the 13cm long 
and 10cm wide creature and 
saved his life by amputating his 
leg. 

But the procedure meant that 
Vince was barely able to walk. 

Fortunately a nurse told Ms 
Paynton that she knew an en¬ 
gineer, Nathan Portlock-Allan, 
who could help. 

Mr Portlock-Allan construct¬ 
ed a prototype foot out of a toy

Lego wheel which he attached to 
Vince with rubber bands. 

Ms Paynton added: “It was 
custom-made so it fitted Vince 
exactly. 

“Nathan is going to make a 
permanent wheel to be fixed on 
with resin in the New Year so 
that Vince can walk on different 
types of terrain. 

“He’s getting on well with it on 
a flat surface at the moment. He 
seems to have got the hang of it 
now. 

“The test will come when he’s 
more active in the warm weath¬ 
er as he loves climbing.” 

The surgery was performed 
by vet Rosie Waters, assisted by 
nurse Mel Boughton who said: 
“Poor Vince is still small and 
had suffered a real 
ordeal but he is get¬ 
ting on really well 
now. 

“When he was 
brought in the 
wound was infected 
so we had to treat 
that for a few days 
before we could op¬ 
erate. 

“The recommen¬ 
dation is not to hi¬ 
bernate him this 
winter since we do 
need to keep an eye 
on the area to en¬ 
sure it’s continuing 
to heal well.”

Council planning £ 28 m savings amid 
mounting pressure on local services 


FRESH budget savings of £28 
million have been proposed at 
Oxfordshire County Council as 
pressure on services continues 
to rise. 

The local authority said the 
situation was less gloomy than 
previous years, but warned the 
growing number of looked-after 
children alone was expected to 
cost it an extra £6 million be¬ 
tween 2017 and 2020. 

Another £3.45 million is need¬ 
ed to pay for the transport of 
school pupils with special edu¬ 
cational needs, with recycling 
costs also set to jump by £1.3 
million. 

Lawrie Stratford, the coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for finance 
chief, said: “Things could cer¬ 
tainly be better, but making 
difficult decisions in previous 
years has meant we are not in a 
bad place financially. 

“I would like to think we are 
starting to see the light at the 
end of the tunnel, we are on the 
right track.” 

In total, £12 million of new 
“pressures” on services are 
predicted, while another £12.3 
million of previously planned

savings have been delayed or 
deemed unachievable. But the 
council insisted it could find 
more than £21 million of these 
through “corporate savings”, 
such as a higher-than-expected 
number of new homes boosting 
tax income. It will also ask local 
authority schools to pay the ap¬ 
prenticeship levy, rather than 
cover the cost itself. 

The county council said the 
remaining £7 million needed in 


savings had been found through 
renegotiating contracts, a crack¬ 
down on agency staff spend¬ 
ing and controversial changes 
planned to elderly day services. 

This would involve saving at 
least £2.4 million by replacing 
22 health and wellbeing centres 
with eight “hubs” serving the 
elderly and people with disabili¬ 
ties or dementia. It would work 
alongside a smaller outreach 
service. 

A vacancies freeze will also 
remain in place and more senior 
management positions are set to 
be axed, the council said. 

Meanwhile, so-called “trans¬ 
formation” savings of £15.3 mil¬ 
lion - not yet spelled out in de¬ 
tail - have also been put off for a 
year after finance bosses dipped 
into reserves. 

The budget proposals will be 
examined by the scrutiny com¬ 
mittee on December 15 and will 
be considered by the cabinet on 
December 20. It will be voted on 
by the full council in February. 

The changes bring the local au¬ 
thority’s total savings between 
2010 and 2020 up from £361 mil¬ 
lion to £377 million.

Man who punched 
woman spared jail 

40-year-old victim says she no longer wants to go out after attack

A MAN who punched a woman in a 
nightclub while she was celebrating 
her 40th birthday with friends and fam¬ 
ily has been spared jail. 

Joshua Southall was sentenced to 
nine months imprisonment suspended 
for 18 months after he pleaded guilty 
to inflicting actual bodily harm to Sian 
Berrie at MooMoo nightclub in Ban¬ 
bury on March 6. 

Oxford Crown Court heard on Thurs¬ 
day Southall, 21, ‘repeatedly bumped’ 
into Ms Berrie while she was on the 
nightclub dance floor. 

Prosecuting, Cathy Olliver said 
Southall threw a drink over the victim 
after she turned around to see who was 
bumping into her. 

She added: “She walked up to him and 
she did put her hand up to his throat 
and said: ‘What is your problem’.” 


Ms Olliver then told the court the 
defendant, of Quarry Close, Bloxham, 
punched Ms Berry on the nose and 
hit her head with a plastic cup, which 
caused a cut. 

She added Ms Berrie had to go to the 
hospital and said because of the dam¬ 
age to her nose, she would have to deal 
with a ‘complete change in her appear¬ 
ance’. 

The court heard how the victim had 
not undergone surgery on the damage 
to her nose to date. 

Ms Olliver said: “She says that she is 
not comfortable going out any more. 
She is very scared of the operation it¬ 
self. But she has decided she needs to 
get on with her life.” 

Ms Olliver added: “Mr Southall was 
removed by staff and was arrested out¬ 
side the nightclub. 

“He was interviewed at the police sta¬ 
tion and he said he did not recall it.” 

Defending Graeme Logan said the of¬ 
fence was ‘totally out of character’ for 


Southall, who had no previous convic¬ 
tions. 

He added the unemployed defendant 
had been out drinking at Oxford United 
football club and indicated he wanted 
to go home. 

But Mr Logan said Southall carried 
on drinking ‘foolishly’ and went out in 
Banbury. 

Mr Logan added: “What happened, 
happened. He has no memory of what 
happened. 

“He is deeply, deeply ashamed.” 

Sentencing, Recorder Sailesh Mehta 
said the attack was ‘unprovoked and 
cowardly’. 

He added the effects of Southall’s ac¬ 
tions would be ‘felt by her for a consid¬ 
erable amount of time’. 

As well as his suspended sentence, 
Southall was ordered to do 50 hours’ 
unpaid work, be on curfew between 
8pm and 6.30am for nine months, and 
pay £1,000 in compensation along with 
a victim surcharge. 
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NHS bosses rapped 
over parking ‘chaos’ 

Councillors call for changes in Oxfordshire’s health services to stop

PARKING delays affecting visitors to 
Oxford’s hospitals have been criticised 
by a North Oxfordshire councillor. 

County councillors Arash Fatemian, 
who represents Deddington, and Ki- 
eron Mallon (Bloxham and Easington) 
have demanded no further NHS hospi¬ 
tal services be moved from the districts 
to Oxford until the situation is resolved. 

Their call comes after a downgrade to 
the Horton General Hospital’s mater¬ 
nity unit, which will mean up to 1,000 
extra births from North Oxfordshire 
will take place at the John Radcliffe 
every year. 

Mr Fatemian alleged there was an 
agenda on the part of Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust to cen¬ 
tralise services in the county 

He said: “All we are going to expect is 
more pressure on parking at the JR and 
there’s a potential for the situation to 
get worse in the coming months. 

“There are population pressures 
around Oxfordshire, and in North Ox¬ 
fordshire we are seeing plenty of hous¬ 
ing development going on. 

“Services should stay at the Horton. 
It might not be service a big population 
at the moment, but there will be a large 
catchment.” 

Banbury resident Chris Ringwood, 
who recently visited the Churchill Hos¬ 
pital with a friend, spent 30 minutes try¬ 
ing to find a space. 

He said: “I pulled into one car park to 
discover it was a disabled one. I pulled 
out and found myself in one for derma¬ 
tology and there weren’t any spaces. 
Another driver in the car park looked 
across at me and said, ‘This is chaos’. 
You don’t know what you are supposed 
to be doing.” 

In a statement, Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust said 
it was working on an “infrastructure 
masterplan” covering all hospitals to 
relieve the pressures in the long term. 

Trust spokeswoman Susan Brown 
said: “With more than 1.3 million pa¬ 




tient contacts each year and a workforce 
of 12,500, all trust sites are attended by 
a high number of patients, visitors and 
staff on a daily basis. 

“The trust is aware of the difficulties 
many people have when parking at our 
hospitals in Headington, particularly at 
the John Radcliffe site. 

“Currently, the number of car park 
spaces available is determined by plan¬ 
ning permission given by Oxford City

Council, having consulted Oxfordshire 
County Council. 

“Our current access and parking 
problems will not be solved overnight. 
However, we are hoping to have some 
initial broad concepts for wider discus¬ 
sion in the early part of 2017. 

“For the time being, we encourage 
both staff and visitors to make use of 
alternative transport options to and 
from the hospitals.” 


Cycling firefighters 
achieve £l00k goal

FIREFIGHTERS in Oxfordshire 
have achieved their £100,000 
charity fundraising target after 
cycling the length of the 
country. 

A team of 18 from Oxfordshire 
Fire and Rescue Service tackled 
the 1,006-mile journey from 
John O'Groats to Land's End in 
May - and have now raised a 
total of £102,000 through 
donations for the Fire Fighters 
Charity, which supports serving 
and retired firefighters. 

The route is traditionally 874 
miles long, but the cyclists 
chose to increase the distance 
to 1,006 to reflect the 
measurement of Oxfordshire in 
square miles. The team 
completed the challenge in 14 
days, riding more than 70 miles 
a day and stopping at fire 
stations around the country for 
support along the way. 

The stations, along with 
youth hostels, became the 
team's homes for two weeks, 
with several brigades up and 
down the country joining them 
each day. 


Chief fire officer Dave 
Etheridge said: "The target of 
£100,000 is the largest that 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service has ever tried to raise, 
so to smash the target and raise 
over £102,000 is just 
phenomenal. 

"It has been an incredible 
team effort by all involved. I 
would like to thank our 
sponsors, everyone who 
donated, and the practical 
advice and support that we had 
from Oxford Brookes University 
and Oxfordshire County 
Council. 

"I would also like to thank the 
fire and rescue services 
throughout Scotland and 
England who hosted us 
throughout the trip." 

Many of the firefighters took 
part in memory of colleague Joe 
Wilkins. 

He died after his bicycle was 
involved in a collision with a car 
in 2012. 

The team paid tribute to him 
by carrying his name badge on 
the journey. 


Postal staff strike threatens Christmas presents 


Do you need a Will? 


THERE could be major hold-ups 
in the delivery of some parcels 
and packages in the run-up to 
Christmas after Post Office 
staff announced they would be 
striking next week. 

Members of the 
Communication Workers' 
Union (CWU) who work at 
larger Post Office branches 
such as St Aldates, Oxford, will 
walk out on Monday, Tuesday 
and Saturday in a dispute over 
Post Office closures, job losses 
and the end of a final salary 
pension scheme. 

Tim Pavelin, from the 
regional CWU, warned that 
rural and smaller post offices 
could also face disruption 
when cash handlers - who 
deliver money to branches - 
strike on Thursday and Friday 
next week. 

Royal Mail workers, who sort 
and deliver post, are not 
involved in the action. 

However, Post Office counter 
staff are handling millions of

letters and parcels over the 
Christmas period, which means 
disruption is expected to the 
delivery of presents and items 
bought over the Internet. 

Andrew Furey, assistant 
general secretary of the CWU, 
said earlier the strike could be 
"absolute chaos" in the lead-up 
to Christmas as it was prime 


time for deliveries, with the 
main impact on parcels and 
packages. 

He added the 
Communication Workers' 
Union wanted to protect the 
future operation of Crown 
offices such as Oxford, which is 
likely to close next week as it 
did during previous strikes 
earlier this year. 

Banbury post office in High 
Street was among the recent 
closures, with the service now 
operating via a franchise in WH 
Smith's. 

Mr Pavelin said: "There are 
fewer than 300 Crown offices 
left across the country. We 
believe the Post Office wants 
to franchise up to 60 but they 
won't say which ones. 

"The Post Office is a national 
institution and with 
investment and a strategy for 
growth it could be very 
successful." 

Before the strikes were 
confirmed. Post Office 


spokeswoman Ruth Barker 
said: "We can reassure our 
customers that at least 97 per 
cent of our network will be 
open for business as usual, on 
hand to provide them with the 
essential services and support 
that they need. 

"Our progress is clear - over 
the past four years, we've 
dramatically reduced our 
losses and need for 
government subsidy, at the 
same time as modernising 
nearly 7,000 post offices, 
adding more than 200,000 
extra opening hours each 
week, and becoming the 
largest UK retailer open on a 
Sunday. 

"We are disappointed that 
the unions are trying to 
unsettle customers as they 
prepare for Christmas, rather 
than engaging with us in talks 
to find a constructive way 
forward which will enable the 
Post Office to thrive for the 
long term."

Teenage girl pays tribute to 
homeless charity that gave 
her the chance of a new life 

A YOUNG woman who strug¬ 
gled with substance abuse 
and spent 12 months sleeping 
on sofas has thanked the Ban¬ 
bury Foyer for turning her life 
around. 

Jessica Young, 19, was living 
with her parents when she start¬ 
ed using a variety of drugs and, 
coupled with a chaotic lifestyle, 
placed a strain on her family 

Eventually, the teenager was 
asked to leave the family home 
in January 2015 and spent a year 
‘sofa surfing’ before being referred 
to Sanctuary Supported Living’s 
residences in Mawle Court, where 
she slowly began to develop the 
skills to live independently. 

Miss Young said: “When I first 
moved to the Foyer, I didn’t care 
about where my life was taking 
me or even what was happening 
to me. 

“However, I do care now and I 
want to prove to myself and oth¬ 
ers who doubted me that I am 
able and capable of achieving all 
I want in life.” 

The Foyer provides supported 
accommodation for up to 27 people 
aged 16 to 25 who are homeless, for

between six weeks and two years. 

Young people work with the 
site’s 10 staff to draw up a per¬ 
sonalised support plan and have 
weekly meetings to address needs 
and life skills. 

Miss Young initially took cours¬ 


es in first aid, fire safety and food 
hygiene before studying for a 
Level Two health and social care 
qualification at Banbury and 
Bicester College. She has gone on 
to volunteer with Christian char¬ 
ity the Nicodemus Trust and is 
now studying business at City of 
Oxford College. 

She said: “I have become a more 


independent person; one who is 
definitely more respectful to oth¬ 
ers, to myself and my property 

“At the Foyer I was able to sur¬ 
round myself with nicer, positive 
people who helped make me the 
person I am today.”

Rubbish Santa 
urges people to 
clean up their act 

A VIDEO campaign to target fly-tipping in 
North Oxfordshire featuring a ‘Rubbish 
Santa’ has gone live. 

Cherwell District Council has produced 
eight animated videos, each tackling a dif¬ 
ferent fly-tipping issue. 

The campaign has been launched in the 
run-up to Christmas when the council said 
many people consider dumping rubbish to 
make way for new presents. 

It will run on the council’s Twitter ac¬ 
count, @Cherwellcouncil, and its Face- 
book page. 

Cherwell’s lead member for ‘clean and 
green’, Debbie Pickford, said: “Last year 
there were 558 fly-tips in Cherwell which 
cost £56,585 in investigation, clean-up and 
legal costs. 

“People think it’s okay to dump the odd 
thing here and there because ‘the council 
will clear it up for free’ but over time this 
soon adds up and it’s actually the council 
tax payers who are left footing the bill. 

“We really want to drive home the fact 
that fly-tipping has far-reaching conse¬ 
quences so we have produced a series of 
short, light-hearted videos to deliver a se¬ 
rious message. 

“Over an eight-day period, people can 
watch Rubbish Santa suffer the error of 
his ways and hopefully they can learn 
from his mistakes rather than make their 
own.” 

Each day a different fly-tipping message 
will be promoted, ranging from common 
misconceptions to the consequences and 
repercussions for those who are caught. 

The videos also remind people of their 
legal duty of care to ensure all rubbish is 
correctly disposed of and the importance 
of using licensed collectors.

‘Stop messing about,’ chief 
is told after backing unitary 
authority and elected mayor

A FRESH row between Oxford¬ 
shire’s council leaders is threat¬ 
ening to derail a major proposal 
to secure £lbn investment from 
the government. 

County council leader Ian Huds¬ 
peth has said his authority is poised 
to submit plans to the government 
for a single unitary council for Ox¬ 
fordshire, replacing the district and 
county structure, which he said 
would save taxpayers £22m a year. 

But the comments came less than 
24 hours after Mr Hudspeth sepa¬ 
rately backed plans for the county to 
get an elected mayor and combined 
authority which would run along¬ 
side the existing councils. 

This is part of a devolution bid to 
secure Oxfordshire more than £lbn 
for transport and infrastructure 
schemes, which officials hope to 
submit to ministers in January. 

And he was accused of “messing 
about” by leaders of the district 
councils, who said new calls for a

shake-up of local government would 
make a separate devolution deal 
look incoherent and undermine pro¬ 
gress towards a deal. 

But Mr Hudspeth insisted the two 
proposals were not in competition 
with each other. 

He said: “The government is fully 
aware we are also working on pro¬ 
posals for a unitary council. 

“It is a separate issue to devolution 
and will be looked at separately We 
can’t afford to turn our back on a

District councils oppose creating

But ministers say they will not ap¬ 
prove any plans unless all parties 
agree. 

Oxford City Council leader Bob 
Price said broad agreement on hav¬ 
ing an elected mayor made a devolu¬ 
tion deal more achievable. 


He added: “Given the government 
has made clear it wants a high de¬ 
gree of agreement before proceed¬ 
ing with any reorganisation and 
there is no consensus, it would be 
best to stop wasting time and money, 
arguing internally and instead work 
together. 

“For the county council to be mess¬ 
ing around in this kind of narrow, 
self-interested way, seems to me to 
be very unfortunate and it could de¬ 
stroy the movement towards some 
kind of agreement.” 

This was echoed by South Oxford¬ 
shire District Council leader John 
Cotton. 

He said: “What the county council 
is doing could make us look incoher¬ 
ent when we approach the govern¬ 
ment. 

“This is about the art of the pos¬ 
sible. Ian Hudspeth should decide 
which plan he thinks is more likely 
to succeed and support just one. 

“My view is that devolution is 
more likely to succeed.”

The Banbury MP was praised 
for her Singing for Syrians ini¬ 
tiative, a nationwide series of 
carol concerts to raise money for 
Christian Aid and the Hands Up 
Foundation. 

Both organisations are in¬ 
volved in aid relief in Syria, 
where the ongoing civil war has 
created the one of the biggest hu¬ 
manitarian crises since the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

As part of the awards’ conven¬ 
tion, Mrs Prentis was presented 
with a caricature of herself con¬ 
ducting a choir outside a fiction¬ 
al Banbury Arms pub.

It has raised cash for emergen¬ 
cy food, water and sanitation, as 
well as education programmes, 
psychological support for wom¬ 
en and children, and support for 
medical teams inside Syria.

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Tributes to community 
stalwart Jill Duncan, 92

RESPECTED magistrate, fam¬ 
ily planning doctor and the 
county’s probation committee 
chairwoman Jill Duncan OBE 
has died, aged 92. 

Mrs Duncan, who lived in Stee¬ 
ple Aston for 58 years, was a mag¬ 
istrate on the Banbury and Blox- 
ham bench from 1970 until the 
mid-1990s. 

She was awarded an OBE in 1994, 
for services to the magistracy 

An advocate for community ser¬ 
vice over prison, she chaired Ox¬ 
fordshire’s Probation Committee. 

In a memoir for her grandchil¬ 
dren, she recalled: “The bench 
was so different then. I and a lo¬ 
cal vet were practically the only 
two without a title. All the women 
wore hats until the vet and I re¬ 
belled. 

“The most heinous crime was 
poaching and ABH and GBH were 
practically unknown.” 

Mrs Duncan retired as head of 
the Oxfordshire Family Planning 
Service in 1988. 

She often told entertaining sto¬ 
ries of an era when myths about 
pregnancy still prevailed, includ¬ 
ing fears that kissing or holding 
hands could get you pregnant and 


Ex-magistrate and head of 
family planning services 
died peacefully at home 

that jumping up and down after 
sex was a contraceptive. 

Gillian Duncan, known to every¬ 
one as Jill, was born on August 8, 
1924, in Hove, Sussex, to Mary and 
Douglas ‘Tim’ Crow. 

Brought up in Brighton with 
her two sisters Jenny and Jane, 
she went to Roedean School, then 
St Christopher’s School in Letch- 
worth, Hertfordshire. 

Her father was an ear, nose and 
throat surgeon who inspired her 
to go into medicine. 

She qualified as a doctor at St 
Andrew’s University, where she 
met her future husband, Dr Ken 
Duncan, who died in 1999. 

They fell in love while working 
gruelling night shifts together as 
junior house surgeons in Dundee 
Royal Infirmary. 

Training before the arrival of 
the NHS made her a passionate 
advocate for free healthcare’s ca¬ 
pacity to alleviate poverty. 

Mrs Duncan recalled being 
called to assist a birth in a Dundee 
tenement where a family lived in 
a single room in complete dark¬ 
ness. She had not thought to bring 
a torch and had to work entirely 


by touch. She was married in 1950 
in Woodmancote, Sussex, once Mr 
Duncan had completed his mili¬ 
tary service in Germany 

The couple worked in general 
practice in Brighton before Mr 
Duncan started to specialise in in¬ 
dustrial medicine, a job that took 
them to Bath and Warrington. 

The couple had four children - 
Janet, Sally, Mary and Lucy - be¬ 
tween 1952 and 1960. 

During this time, Mr Duncan 
was appointed chief medical of¬ 
ficer of the UK Atomic Energy 
Authority in Harwell, and they 
settled in Steeple Aston. 

She became very involved in vil¬ 
lage life in Steeple Aston, in both 
the women’s institute and serv¬ 
ing as a manager of Dr Radcliffe’s 
School. 

She returned to work in the 
1960s in Northamptonshire giving 
sex education talks to schoolchil¬ 
dren and working in child welfare 
clinics. 

She was approached by both the 
Conservatives and Labour to be 
a rural district councillor - she 
agreed but insisted on being an 
independent member. 

A keen gardener, she loved play¬ 
ing tennis on a bumpy grass court 
at the bottom of the garden and 
was also an enthusiastic and ad¬ 
venturous cook. 

Mrs Duncan died peacefully at

home on December 1. She leaves 
four children, seven grandchil¬ 
dren and three great grandchil¬ 
dren. 

A private cremation will be fol¬ 
lowed by a thanksgiving service in 
the Church of St Peter and Paul, 
Steeple Aston, on Wednesday, De¬ 
cember 21, at 2.30pm.

A Horse Walks Into A Bar by David 
Grossman is published in hard¬ 
back by Jonathan Cape, priced 
£14.99 (ebook £9.99). 

THE premise of the latest story by 
David Grossman, bestselling author 
of Falling Out of Time and To the 
End of the Land, is simple. Dovaleh 
G, a fading stand-up who is short of 
stature and low in self-esteem, gives 
one final performance. His routine 
is that of a man in meltdown, and 
some of his audience, it gradu¬ 
ally emerges, have been specially 
invited to witness it. And that's 
about it. The entire book is taken 
up with a description of the comic's 
monologue, of the stories he tells 
and the memories he shares, and 
the rollercoaster reactions of his 
audience in a small comedy club in 
a small Israeli town. Its narrator is 
a former childhood friend, now a 
retired judge, who nurses his own 
private grief and is still trying to 
work out why he's been summoned 
to the performance. The technical 
challenges are considerable. Do we 
believe in this man? Absolutely, 


and the nuances of his back story 
are brilliantly realised. Are the 
jokes funny? Sometimes - and 
when they're not, that's to the 
point too. Does it sustain us over 
200 pages? Just about. Raw and 
utterly unvarnished, self-justifying 
and self-lacerating, Dovaleh's spiel 
is that of a modern-day Ancient 
Mariner, who buttonholes us with 
his tale, lightening the hard-to- 
stomach parts with gags when we 
threaten to walk out. His routine is 
part explanation, part confession; 
part apology and part accusation. 

In staunching his own wounds, he 
brings an uneasy catharsis to those 
who have stuck with him. 

The Queen's Present by Steve An¬ 
tony is published in hardback 
by Hodder Children's Books, 
priced £11.99 (ebook £3.99). 

REDUNDANCY can be a surprisingly 
positive thing. When Steve Antony 
lost his job at a call centre in Swin¬ 
don six years ago, it spurred him 
on to fulfil his dream of becoming 
a writer-illustrator. His first book. 


the award-winning The Queen's 
Hat, inspired by a picture of Her 
Majesty trying to keep hold of a 
fuchsia number in high winds, was 
published in 2014, and Antony has 
been prolific ever since, with the Mr 
Panda series, and the likes of Betty 
Goes Bananas In Her Pyjamas. Here 
he revisits the Queen for the third 
time, as she tries to buy Christmas 
presents for Prince George and 
Princess Charlotte - and is taken on 
a magical tour of the world's most 
famous landmarks - from the Eiffel 
Tower to Himeji Castle - by Santa 
and his elves. Eventually an empty 
handed Queen is dropped off at 
Sandringham House on Christmas 
morning, where the tiny royals get 
the best present of all - a cuddle 
from Grandma. All carefully drawn 
in a muted palate of festive red, 
green and white, the illustrations 
are mind-boggling - rows upon 
rows of tiny green elves line the 
Sydney Opera House - and the 
ending is a timely reminder that 
love, not consumerism, is the true 
meaning of Christmas.

The Galactic 
Empire begins construction of a 
new super-weapon called the 
Death Star under the watchful 
eye of Darth Vader (voiced by 
James Earl Jones) and weapons 


research director Orson 
Krennic (Ben Mendelsohn). 

If this behemoth becomes fully 
operational, the Imperial 
Military will be able to destroy 
entire planets and crush all 
resistance to its relentless 
power-hungry onslaught. 

The Rebel Alliance launches a 
decisive response and recruits 
Jyn Erso (Felicity Jones), whose 
estranged father Galen (Mads 
Mikkelsen) is somehow linked 
to the project. 

Jyn must steal the design 
schematics as part of a crack 
team including Cassian Andor 
(Diego Luna) and an enforcer 
droid called K-2SO (Alan 
Tudyk), whose memory has 
been wiped. Clone Wars veteran 
Saw Gerrera (Forest Whitaker), 
pilot Bodhi Rook (Riz Ahmed) 
and skilled assassins Chirrut 
Imwe (Donnie Yu) and Baze 
Malbus (Jiang Wen) become 
embroiled in this titanic battle 
between good and evil, that 
could determine the fate of the 
Rebel Alliance.
